Who knows how far or 
long UMass-Lowell’s star out¬ 
fielder Peter Feeley is going in 
the Detroit Tiger’s organiza¬ 
tion? 

But if Feeley continues to 
use his realistic point of view 
for his whole success story, and 
his positive, modest, outlook 
this 21-year old could go a long 
way, as long as his bat and his 
defense continue to carry him. 

“I’m glad to get this oppor¬ 
tunity.” said Feeley about the 


chance to play with the Tiger’s 
organization. “I didn’t care 
what team it was for, just that I 
got that opportunity. It’s a 
dream I’ve always had and just 
having my name and picture on 
a baseball card is kind of a 
reward. No one can really take 
that away from me.” 

While talking to Feeley, a 
North Reading resident, every 
few minutes he would be 
approached a student who 
would have some sort of 
remark or question concerning 


his summer. 

“A lot of people ask 
questions. ‘Is it like Bull 
Durham?’. Things like that. It’s 
good to be back though. I’ve 
just kind of hung low since I’ve 
been here. I can’t play baseball, 
but in coming back to school, 
l have something to fall back 
on. It's good to see everybody.” 

A transfer from Seton Hall, 
Feeley began his junior year 
spring baseball season in 1991

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Men’s Basketball 1991-1992: Interview with Coach Stan Van Gundy

OVERVIEW 

The University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts • Lowell Men's bas¬ 
ketball team is looking forward 
to a very promising winter. The 
Chiefs are returning 10 players 
and add a top notch recruit. 
Says fourth year head coach 
Stan Van Gundy: “We should 
be good — I'm looking forward 
to it (the 1991-92 season).” 

Van Gundy's team is stacked 
with talent. “I’m pretty happy,” 
says the coach. “I think we’ve 
got two guys at every posi¬ 
tion—at least two—in some 
cases even more. 

“You’ve got Rich (Perkins) 
and Willie (Collins) at the cen¬ 
ter spot and then you've got AJ 
(Hoff)—whose probably one of 
the better forwards in the 
league—at power forward. 
But, then you've got Sean 
(Conway) and Tom (Moriar- 
ty)—Sean had some great 
games last year and Tom's a 
great shooter. And then there’s 
the small forward. You’ve got 
Liam (Scully) and Mike Reed. 
Mike Reed can also play the 
two guard and so do Steve 
(Lane) and Greg (Roderick). 
Wherever you go, guys are 
going to get minutes.” 

When you throw in point 
guard Mike Mucher and Anton 
Marchand, the Chiefs have tal¬ 
ented team. 

THE NECC 

The New England Colle¬ 
giate Conference is perhaps the 
best division II conference in 
the country. Lowell won the 
national championship in 1988, 
Sacred Heart has won the 
national championship and just 
last season Bridgeport was the 
runner-ups. Teams such as 
New Hampshire College, 
Franklin Pierce College and the 
University of New Haven have 
been nationally ranked and 
Southern Connecticut State 
University and Keene State 
posses great young talented 
teams. It is a league in which 
any team can beat any other 
team. There is no such thing as 
an upset. 

“The league is going to be 
tremendous,” says Van Gundy. 
“Bridgeport was in the National 
Championship and returns four 
players. They lost Teague (the 
center). Derrick Russell (their 
point guard), Pat Morris, (Lam¬ 
bert) Shell and Winston Jones 


are all back. I would imagine 
that they would be first or sec¬ 
ond in the country in the first 
poll. 

“New Hampshire 
College is very, very 
good. They lost very 
little. They lost (Willie) 

Scurry. (Wayne) 
Robertson was the 
Rookie-of-the-Year in 
the Conference so they 
should be very strong. 

“Southern Connecti¬ 
cut was third in the 
league last year and 
they lost nobody. They 
are all going to be 
seniors because they all 
were junior college transfers. 
They were very good last year.” 

“I would think that pre-sea¬ 
son those are the three teams 
that look real strong. I look at 
those teams (NHC, UNH, and 
UB) and I don’t see any reason 
why we can't be in that group. 
We’ll definitely need some 
breaks because the league’s 
very good. I would think that 
this year we would be in the 
middle of those rankings. 
Probably behind those three 
teams. But New Haven always 
gets ranked fairly high because 
their talent level is so high. 

“Franklin Pierce lost a lot 
but they still got two starters. 
They had a real good recruiting 
year. They probably had the 
best recruiting class in the 
league.” 

With all the talent that each 
team possesses, the conference 
will be ultra-competitive. 
There should be a lot of excite¬ 
ment in the NECC this season; 
THE DEFENSE 

Last year’s team definitely 
struggled defensively. This 
season they will have to tough¬ 
en up to compete with the other 
NECC teams. 

“Last year we were young 
and inexperienced,” says Van 
Gundy. “ That excuss is out the 
window. We've just got to get 
more mature, better down the 
stretch and be a lot better 
defensively. 

“The first three days of prac¬ 
tice, this year, is going to be 
basically nothing but defense 
just to get the point across to 
those guys that that is going to 
be the deal—that's were the 
emphasis is going to be. First 
were going to try to get that set 
in their minds right off the bat.” 

The Chiefs have four double 


figure scorers coming back 
(Hoff, Collins, Lane and Scul¬ 
ly) but it’s defense which Van 
Gundy is concerned with. 


“Two years ago and the year 
before—Leo’s (Parent) last year 
and the year after that—I 
thought we were real good 
defensively and problems were 
more at the offensive end. Last 

year we were a good _ 

offensive team and 
had the talent to win 
a lot more games but 
we did not play 
defense near the 
way we should have 
— and could have. I 
think we'll take care 
of that this year. In 
the pre-season we'll 
be putting so much 
emphasis on 

defense.” 

“We're going to 
guard people this 
year. I can assure 
you that we're going 
to be good defen¬ 
sively. From a 
coaching stand point 
that’s the priority. 

We re going to be 
good defensively.” 

“Our offensive 
players have to be 
defensive players 
and the guys who 
we think of as 
defensive player 
have to get better 
offensively in some 
places.” 

If everything 
comes together for 
Van Gundy, the 
Chiefs could be 
looking at post-season play. 
JORDAN GONE 

Last year's starting point 
guard and Rhode Scholar, John 
Jordan, will not be back at 
Lowell this season. 

“Johnny Jordan was plan¬ 
ning to come back,” explains 
Coach Van Gundy. 
“His plan was ‘I'm 
going to apply to 
Grad School, I'm 
going to get accepted 
and I’m going to 
defer admission for a 
year come back, play 
my last year and go.' 
Then he not only got 
accepted at Boston 
College, but he got a 
full academic schol¬ 
arship to get his Ph.d 
in Economics. 

“Johnny had to sit 
out when he trans¬ 
ferred so he would 
have been a fifth year 
guy. Johnny was a 
3.9 (GPA) student. 
He went to BC for a 
full scholarship and 
he has up to four 
years to get his Ph.d 
in Economics. He 
just couldn't turn it 
down. He had been debating 
what he was going to do all the 
way through the end of the sea¬ 


son and then right after the sea¬ 
son he told me he was definite¬ 
ly coming back and then two 
weeks later he found out he got 
the full scholarship 
and he just couldn’t 
turn that down. 
There's no guarantee 
that next year he 
would have got the 
same thing. It (losing 
Jordan) was a surprise, 
a little bit.” 

WALK-ONS? 
MAYBE 

Coach Van Gundy 
has a small squad, 
only eleven players, 
but he likes to keep it 
small. He runs into trouble 
when not enough of his talented 
players are getting enough 
playing time. He does, howev¬ 
er, look at players he did not 


until late August; came back 
and got in our conditioning pro¬ 
gramming; and was playing fall 
baseball on the weekends last 
year, right into our season. Our 
season’s over—he's out there 
the next day playing spring 
baseball, summer baseball this 
year. Bay State Games basket¬ 
ball, he's lost 10 pounds from 
last year and he's just exhaust¬ 
ed. It’s just too much. He’s 
going to play in spring and 
everything else. I think he just 
wanted to get some rest. Bas¬ 
ketball season’s a long season 
and he really got worn down at 
the end of our season last year 
and I think he just wants to go 
into it fresh. 

“It’s one thing to work-out 
everyday, it’s another thing to 
be playing in two or three 
games a week that count in

recruit. 

“We look at walk-ons seri¬ 
ous in terms of, first-of-all, 
making the team,” says Van 
Gundy. “I’ll look at anyone 
seriously. You’re always look¬ 
ing for people. You can’t close 
your mind to the fact that there 
are people out there that can 
help you in some way. It would 
be rare for someone to come 
that we didn’t know about as 
walk-on and to really be able to 
play significant minutes or any¬ 
thing. But it certainly wouldn’t 
be rare to find somebody who 
could help you in practice or 
could be a young guy who 
could develop into a good play¬ 
er” 

LANE TO SIT FALL BALL 

Two sport star Steve Lane 
will sit out this year’s Fall 
Baseball season to recuperate. 
Fall baseball is primarily a 
short season that is used mostly 
for evaluation purposes. 

“If you go back to before the 
year he red-shirted with us,” 
says Van Gundy. “Lane had 
played fall baseball: practiced 
with us; played spring baseball; 
played summer baseball—all 
summer, which didn't get done 


some sport year-round twelve 
months a year, two straight 
years. I mean there’s just no 
break mentally to be able to 
relax it's just a little too much. I 
think he just decided 4 hey it’s 
time to take a little break.' It’s 
not verv much.” 

EXPERIENCE IS BUILDING 

Although last year there ten 
talented players they had not 
had enough time together. 
Now, with a season under their 
belt, they players are develop¬ 
ing more into a team. 

Coach Van Gundy explains: 
“Willie’s in his first year, 
Steve’s in his first year, AJ had 
played less than 20 minutes a 
game as a freshman and he 
goes from that to being proba¬ 
bly our best player over the sec¬ 
ond half of the season. Those 
guys have not played together. 
Other than Liam everyone was 
playing for the first time, so 
there was no experience as a 
group. There was some guys 
who had some individual expe¬ 
rience, but none as a group. 
Now we bring back everybody 
and they have all played togeth¬ 
er and I think that going to 
change a lot of things.”

LIAM SCULLY 

Liam Scully, now in his 
senior season, has been con¬ 
stantly hampered by injuries. 
He is still one of the Chiefs top 
scoring threats. 

“Liam Scully’s knee has 
been a constant problem since 
he got here," says Van Gundy. 
“It’s bothering him a little bit 
now. I think he has sort of 
learned to live with it and Char¬ 
lie (Rozanski, Head Trainer) 
has done a great job. Some days 
he feels better than others. 
Fully recovered? I don't no if 
there’s any major medical prob¬ 
lem. He's had surgeries in the 
past and he's got a 
problem there. It's a 
chronic thing. I don’t 
think he's going to go 
out and play pain-free 
this year — that’s for 
sure. Some days it 
will be a big problem. 

1 think that 85% of 
the time he can go out 
and play and it’s not a 
big problem." 

A healthy Scully 
will be beneficial to 
the team, especially 
from an offensive 
point of view. 

CONWAY HURT 

A summertime injury will 
most likely delay the services 
of junior Sean Conway. 
Explains Coach Van Gundy: 
“Sean's hurt now. We don’t 
know what the deal's going to 
be. He broke his wrist in a sum¬ 
mer league game. It was the 
same basic injury that Conrad 
(Thomas) had (in hockey), it 
took forever to heal. It’s a tough 
injury to heal, there’s no blood 
supply going to it. The X-Ray 
looks like there is some healing 
going on. He wouldn’t be out of 
the cast, in the best case sce¬ 
nario, he wouldn’t get out the 
cast until when practice started 
and it would be another couple 
of weeks until he can practice. 
He’s going to miss at least the 
first couple weeks of practice 
and that’s in the best case.” 

Conway’s aggressive play 
could be sorely missed if he’s 
not for the season. 

REED—HEALTHY CAPTAIN 


Mike Reed, entering his 
final season at Lowell, is 
healthy and set to go. “He has 
been able to put in a full year in 
his first three years,” says Van 
Gundy. “Last year was real 
unfortunate because he just was 
really, really playing well and 
was getting better with every 
game. The game he gets hurt, 
when we beat New Haven at 
New Haven, he's the one who 
basically makes the biggest 
hoop in the game to win the 
game and that’s the shot he gets 
hurt on. 

“The bottom line is: we 
were at .500 in the league (at 


that game we were 4-4) after 
that we only won one more 
time the rest of the year. We 
were 1-6 the rest of the year 
without him and I don’t really 
think that’s a coincidence. Peo¬ 
ple look at him, and he’s aver¬ 
aging 7 points a game, but he 
was our second best three-point 
shooting last year. He’s proba¬ 
bly our best defensive player. 
He’s a real solid player. He 
was the second best free-throw 
shooter. He shot over 80% at 
the free-throw line. You put 
together the defensive things, 
the fact that he rarely turns the 
ball over and the fact that he’s a 
great free-throw shooter—those 
are three bigs things at the end 
of close games. Reed goes out 
and we lose five in a row and 
the most we lost by was by 
two.” 

“It’s not a coincidence that 
Mike going out really hurt us, 
particularly playing that many 
close games. Those games 
would have been close with or 


without Mike. The bottom line 
is Mike's the guy you need in 
the end of close games because 
he makes free-throws, he 
doesn’t turn the ball over and 
he guards people.” 

“Mike’s a lot more valuable 
than people give him credit for. 
His teammates have a lot of 
respect for him (they named 
him and Lane captains).” 

“He’s a very solid 
person—on and off the court. 
He’s a very consistent person. 
His attitude is the same every¬ 
day. Mike.’s never down, he’s 
always positive, he always 
plays hard, he always practices 
hard, he goes to class—every¬ 
thing he does—he’s very con¬ 
sistent and responsible person. 

He’s really earned the 
respect of people. So 
far he hasn’t been able 
to make it through a 
full year. We’re hop¬ 
ing this be the year." 

With a healthy 
Reed in the line-up, 
the Chiefs have anoth¬ 
er dimension on 
defense. Plus, Reed 
may be one of the 
most exciting ‘Slam- 
Dunkers’ on the 
squad. 

RODERICK: A LOT 

EXPECTED 

Greg “G-Rock” Roderick 
really turned up the heat at the 
end of last season. In the final 
weeks of the year Roderick dic¬ 
tated the tempo of the games. 
His defensive toughness, his 
jumping ability and his offen¬ 
sive skills shined during the 
conference play. 

“I think the biggest mistake 
I made last year was not play¬ 
ing him more early in the year,” 
admits Van Gundy. “He really 
played well at the end of the 
year.” 

“G-Rock” is one of the more 
versatile players for the Chiefs. 
Says Van Gundy: “He may play 
little bit at the point, he’ll play 
at the two guard and he may 
even play some small forward 
when we play three guards 
because he jumps so well and 
he’s so strong.” 

POTENTIAL PROBLEM 

“A potential problem is,” 
says Van Gundy. “You look at 


dept as a positive thing, and it 
is—no matter who’s starting the 
guy behind him is pretty good 
and probably is good enough to 
start. You have to have the 
maturity to except roles. Matu¬ 
rity, in a lot of different ways, is 
a big key for us this year.” 

“Only five guys are going to 
start. Only five guys are going 
to be on the floor at any given 
time. The other people have to 
except that and be ready to help 


when their chance comes. I 
think we’re ready to do that. If 
we are we’re going to have a 
very good year — if we’re not 
than we’re not. That’s going to 
be the key question on how 
well we pull together. Every¬ 
one’s got their right to expect 
good things, this should be a 
good team,” concluded Coach 
Stan Van Gundy.

With possibly their 
strongest team since the 1983 
club that finished third at the 
NCAA Division II Champi¬ 
onship, the University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts • Lowell Chiefs 
could very much be a factor in 
the Division II title chase this 
season. The potential, depth 
and experience are there for the 
Chiefs to make their best run at 
national team honors since 
1983. 

Veteran head coach George 
Davis has eight lettermen, 
including five seniors, returning 
from last year’s team that had a 
good season, but one that did 
not measure up to the high stan¬ 
dards that Davis’ past teams 
have set. The Chiefs finished 
fifth at the NCAA East Region 
Qualifier last fall, but were not 
selected as an at-large team for 
the NCAA’s. It was the first 
time since 1987, and only the 
second time since 1983, that the 
Chiefs had not earned a berth in 
the championship race. 

The Chiefs were second at 
the ECAC’s which is scored 
from the NCAA Qualifier and 
third at the Eastern League 


race. Davis expects his team, if 
it stays healthy, to be a factor 
every time it toes the starting 
line. 

Leading the Chiefs this sea¬ 
son will be senior tri-captains - 
Mike Chamberas, David 
Cremin, and Jim McGaugh. 
Seniors Joe Donovan and Ter¬ 
ence White, junior John Doher¬ 
ty, and sophomore Mike 
Toomey round out the presea¬ 
son top seven. Juniors Scott 
Bridges and Jerry Bailey, along 
with newcomers Jim Corcoran 
and Ray Boutette will push the 
first seven. 

Chamberas missed the 
1990 cross country season hurt¬ 


ing the Chiefs chances for an 
NCAA berth. Expected to be 
the team’s #2 runner before 
being injured, he came back 
strong during the indoor and 
outdoor seasons and earned 
All-American honors outdoors 
in the 10,000 meters and 
missed collecting All-American 
honors in the 5,000 meters by 
one place. His return gives the 
Chiefs the added depth up front 
that they lacked last season. 

Cremin has a chance to do 
something that has never been 
done in the history of the cross 
country program - be a four-

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Football Preview 1991: Lafferty, Chiefs Ready For Bridgewater

November 11th, 1989. That 
was the last time the Chiefs 
faced Bridgewater State Col¬ 
lege. Time ran out on Lowell 
as they watched the game, the 
season and the New England 
Football Conference Champi¬ 
onship slip away. Losing 14- 
10, the Chiefs were handed 
their only defeat of the season. 

It has been a long time but 
Lowell is still seeking revenge. 

It was a tough loss for the 
Chiefs. All-American tight end 
Tom Lafferty missed the game 
because of an injury; co-cap¬ 
tain, linebacker Tim Donahue 
left the game early with an 
injured knee; and ECAC Play- 
of-the-Year, runningback Jim 
Mogauro played hurt. Still, 
ULowell was in the game until 
the Final seconds. 

This season, head coach 
Dennis Scanned is back for his 
sixth season at the helm of the 
Chiefs football program. The 
University of Massachusetts • 
Lowell, has a different name 
and is ready for a different out¬ 
come. Bridgewater is their 
opening game and they should 
be fresh and ready to explode. 

“Since we haven't won any 
games yet, we'll have to wait 
until this Saturday in Bridgewa¬ 
ter to find out what kind of tal¬ 
ent this team possesses," notes 
offensive lineman, Jeff Ben¬ 
jamin. “The potential is there." 

The match-up should make 
for a very exciting game. The 
Chiefs should be good but don't 
expect a blow-out. 

“Blow-out! No." Says fifth 
year defensive coordinate. Ken 
Sciacca: “1 expect Bridgewater 
to be everything we could 


expect—they were 19-2 the last 
two years. There's no reason to 
expect them to be anything but 
a very good team." 

The general attitude in the 
Chiefs football camp, this pre- 
season, has been optimistic. 
All-American Tom Lafferty 
seems to be healthy and ready 
to impress professional scouts. 
Quarterback 
Billy Rizos is 
back after 
missing the 
end of last 
season. 

Besides Laf¬ 
ferty, his tar¬ 
gets include 
All-NEFC 
wide out Tom 
Bradley and 
Mark 
L e b o e u f . 

Tom Macha¬ 
do, Brian 
Fleming and 
Pat Cullen are 
ready at tail¬ 
back and Dan 
Ford is set to 
fill Brian Gau¬ 
thier antlers at 
the fullback 
position. 

The ‘Hogs' are looking good 
at offensive line with Andy 
Jow'ett, Russ Williams, Jeff 
Benjamin, Chris Reardon, 
Brian McDonald, and Tim 
Kenny. Overall, the offensive 
unit is looking very good. 

“We'll be real good—if we 
can stay healthy," states the 
offensive coordinator, Vern 
Laws. 

The defense is very good 
also, but they are thin. 

“Generally speaking," says 


Sciacca. “We are a pretty good 
team with experience. Remem¬ 
ber, we had the best defense in 
the school’s history last year 
and there is a lot a tradition 
here at Lowell." 

The defense is made up of 
experienced players, but not at 
the position they'll have to play. 
This is true especially at the 


defensive tackles and the out¬ 
side linebackers. 

“We had to move (John) 
Broderick and (John) Encar- 
nacao to outside backer," 
explains Sciacca. “They're 
good athletes and they're learn¬ 
ing. They are probably going to 
play quite a bit in the first 
game." 

With injuries to Scott Boyle 
and Derek Larson, Broderick 
and Encarnacao are going to 
have to play a new position for 


the first time in a regular season 
game. 

“That’s very difficult," says 
Sciacca. 

The defensive linemen, par¬ 
ticularly the defensive tackles, 
lack experience at their posi¬ 
tions. Ted Anagnos and Jamie 
Desmarais were both offensive 
linemen last season. With a 
healthy A1 
Troisi the 
Chiefs should 
be solid at the 
tackles. 

Sciacca 
feels he has a 
lot of experi¬ 
ence at defen¬ 
sive end with 
David Med- 
war, Todd 
Bazemore and 
Jim Senecal. 
The front four 
is talented and 
quite big. 

“We have 
the biggest 
front four in 
recent years," 
noticed James 
DiVita, who 
has been 
working with 
the defensive linemen through¬ 
out the pre-season. DiVita also 
feels “the team has an outstand¬ 
ing attitude this year." 

The defensive backfield 
could be the strongest part of 
the Chiefs defensive unit. 
Returning are All-NEFC first 
stringers Don Bartlett and cap¬ 
tain Bobby Scaccia. “Prime¬ 
time" Dennis Rich has depart¬ 
ed, but his position will be 
filled by one of the many tal¬ 
ented DB's. 


“The third defensive back 
position is either Billy King or 
Timmy Vale," explains Sciacca, 
the defensive coordinator. 
“Vale came into camp injured, 
so he’s a little behind. Certain¬ 
ly, with King and Vale, they’re 
both going to see a lot of the 
field." 

Sciacca’s quote: “The 
defense is very good, but not 
very deep" is especially true at 
inside linebacker. Captain 
Johnny Batts and hard-hitting 
Jeff Dorandi may be the best 
pair of inside linebackers in the 
league. But, behind them there 
are not to many experienced 
linebackers.

Next year they will com¬ 
pete in a conference which 
includes: Norwich, Coast 
Guard Academy, Western Con¬ 
necticut State, WP1 and more. 
They will also be in the new 
ECAC Intercollegiate Football 
Conference starting in 1993.

Bridgewater State Game Remembered 


The November 11, 1989 
game against BSC was the clos¬ 
est the ULowell Chiefs have 
ever come to a NEFC Champi¬ 
onship and, most likely, a 
NCAA bid. 

It was perhaps the best team 
to ever suit up in red-white- 
and-blue here at Lowell. The 
team featured seniors Jim 


Mogauro, Rob Aylward, and 
John Symonds on offense and 
the defense was led by seniors 
Tim Donohue and Jim Lawson. 

Underclassmen, like Bob 
Cote, Jim DiVita, Ron Ander¬ 
son, Dennis Rich, Bobby Scac- 
cia and Darrel Davidow, blend¬ 
ed perfectly with the upper¬ 
classmen to form an unbeliev¬ 
ably powerful defense that 
dominated teams throughout 
the season. 

The offense had work-horse 
Brian Gauthier in the backfield 
and freshman sensation, Tom 
Bradley as a wide out. Was it 
not for the season ending injury 


to Tom Lafferty in the Curry 
game, the Chiefs would have 
walked over BSC and assured a 
NCAA bid. 

The loss of Lafferty, com¬ 
bined with Jim Mogauro's 
shoulder injury against Nichols 
put the Chiefs in a disadvantage 
going into the game. But, when 
senior defensive captain, Tim 
Donohue, injured his knee early 
in the game the Chiefs were in 
real trouble. 

To this day, the 14-10 loss to 
Bridgewater was the only time 
since.

just hoping to chip in as much 
as he could. Little did he know 
that after an very successful 
spring, he would be getting a 
call from the Detroit Tigers. 
After a short negotiating period, 
Feeley signed with Detroit at 
the beginning of the summer 
and was designated to one of 
Detroit’s minor-league affili¬ 
ates, the Niagra Falls Rapids 
(Single-A). 

Professional baseball. Peter 
Feeley’s dream had finally 
come true and he took advan¬ 
tage of that once in a lifetime 
dream almost immediately. 

“1 was hoping I’d play the 
first night, but didn't get in. On 
my second night there, I was 
inserted into the lineup, was 
very nervous, but got a hit my 
first time up. From that point on 
1 was playing one of the three 
outfield positions every day.” 

Feeley started by getting a 
hit in four of his first ten at- 
bats, but quickly started to 
struggle after that. The adjust- 

ii 


ment from college pitchers to 
minor-league pitchers was a big 
one. 

“In school, we'd run into 
pitchers with great stuff maybe 
twice in a season, but here in 
(single-A) 
you'd see 
those types 
every single 
game. 

“Pitch¬ 
ing’s the 
biggest differ¬ 
ence, and it 
only gets belter 
as you go up 
the ladder. 

Most of the 
guys are con- 
s i s t e n t I y 
throwing 85-90 
mph, with a 
good mixup of 
breaking stuff and changeups. 
It’s a different game. I'm telling 
you. From amateur to profes¬ 
sional baseball is definitely a 
different game.”

Feeley added that in addi¬ 
tion to the pitching being differ¬ 
ent, the actual living conditions 
and the team atmosphere was 
different. 

“At this level, you don't 
get babysat. Being under a 
coach at school, it gets back to 
him if you get in trouble. But if 


you get in trouble in the minors, 
you're on your own. It's a dif¬ 
ferent situation. You do a lot of 
working out and hitting on your 
own also. It’s very separate. 


“But as far as the team 
atmosphere goes, it's very com¬ 
petitive, because everyone is 
trying to make it up towards the 
bigs at once. They were a nice 
bunch of guys though. We all 
got along. I had a good time 
with them this summer. But 
sometimes, on those seven hour 
bus rides, 
they’d get on 
your nerves 
and you’d get 
on their 
nerves. 

“The 
minor- 
leagues 
involves a lot 
of traveling, 
a lot of eat¬ 
ing in fast- 
food restau¬ 
rants and 
sleeping at 
odd hours. It 
also includes 
fond memories like the one 
Feeley had in Pittsfield, Mas¬ 
sachusetts one night. 

“After an 0-for-7 drought, I 
connected for a homerun (first 


of the season) in my first at bat. 
and between friends and rela¬ 
tives there were about twenty 
people I knew there. It made 
the relatives, friends and myself 
pretty happy.” 

After his brief early season 
struggle, Feeley started to hit 
with the authority that had got 
him to this point, as he was bat¬ 
ting third, and was up to .278. 
But that hot streak was quickly 
dashed with about five weeks 
left in the season, as an oppos¬ 
ing pitcher came up and in with 
an 0-2 pitch, hitting Feeley and 
fracturing his left wrist. 

“Getting hit on the wrist 
really scared me because it was 
the most pain I’d ever felt and I 
was really rolling along. That 
put me out for about three 
weeks.” 

At the coaches’ request 
Feeley came back early, but it 
appeared that it was too early as 
he went 0 for his first 8. 

He finished the final two weeks 
of the season after his injury 
and will go to school until 
March when he heads down 
south along with the big names 
for the Tigers, for spring train¬ 
ing in Lakeland, Florida. When 
asked about the future, Feeley, 
who finished up with a .246 
average, 4 homeruns, and 31 
runs batted in (second on the 
team), responded with a wait- 
and-see attitude. 

“That’s not for me to say. I 
talked to the coaches and they 
were really impressed with my 
aggressiveness and competi¬ 
tiveness but they obviously 
can’t tell me where I’m going 
to go. 

“My goal is to move up 
one level every year. Hopefully 
next year I’ll be at the next 
level of single-A ball (Most 
teams have about three levels of 
A-ball, a Double-A team, and a 
Triple-A team before the 
majors). I just want to get better 
every year. I think I hit the ball 
good, numbers don’t lie but...I 
know that I hit the ball better 
than .246, and my defense is so 
much more improved. 

“Overall, I think I had a 
good summer. I’m really glad 
that it went the way it did. The 
biggest thing is not to get a big 
head. Lots of people think that 
you will, but you can’t. It’s a 
job.” 

A job Peter Feeley is han¬ 
dling very well.

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Five Named to Chiefs Hall-of-Fame 


Five of the finest student- 
athletes to ever compete at the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Lowell and its predecessors will 
be inducted into the institution’s 
Athletic Hall of Fame in March, 
1992. 

Names to the Athletic Hall 
of Fame were men’s track and 
cross country standouts Mike 
Hurton, Class of 1980, and 
seven-time All-American Dave 
Dunham, Class of 1987; 
women’s track All-American 
Jill Stamp McArdle, Class of 
1986; gymnast Barry Sutter, 
Class of 1987, a national cham¬ 
pion on still rings; and hockey 
star Bob Kearin, Class of 1973. 
In addition of these five brings 
the Athletic Hall of Fame mem¬ 
bership to 85. 

The five will be inducted at 
the 15th Annual Athletic Hall 
of Fame Dinner March 27, 1992 
at a site to be announced. 

Possibly the finest distance 
runner to ever compete for vet¬ 
eran coach George Davis, Dun¬ 
ham’s career is a profile of suc¬ 
cess. A seven-time All-Ameri¬ 
can, he is the only competitor in 
the history of the men’s cross 
country/track program to earn 
All-American honors in all 
three seasons (cross country, 
indoor and outdoor track) in the 
same academic year. 

During his career, Dunham, 
formerly of Billerica, Mass., 
earned cross country All-Amer¬ 
ican honors in 1983, 1984, and 
1986. He also earned All- 
American citations on the 
indoor oval at 5,000 meters in 
1985 and 1987, and on the out¬ 
door track at 10,000 metes in 
1984 and 1987. He still holds 
the school records outdoors in 
the 5,000 meters (14:11.84) and 
10,000 meters (29:25.54). Now 
residing in Londonderry, N.H., 
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time All-American. He was 
ninth at last year’s NCAA 
championship (30:13.3 over the 
10K course) as an individual 
competitor. He won a five-mile 
race (26.23) against UMass- 
Amherst and Boston College to 
open the season, then battled 
some nagging injuries until the 
Qualifier. When healthy, 
Cremin is a capable of winning 
many races and of top ten fin¬ 
ishes at the major champi¬ 
onships. 

McGaugh was the Chiefs 
3rd finisher at last year’s 
NCAA Qualifier (19th in 
32:26) and the top finisher at 
the Eastern League meet 
(fourth in 26:53.1 over 8K). 
Doherty was the Chiefs second 
finisher at the NCAA Qualifier 
(16th overall in 32:09) and was 
the team's top runner at the 


Dunham has qualified for the 
1992 Olympic trials in the 
marathon and was 17th at the 
1990 Boston Marathon. 

Hurton, who grew up in 
Tewksbury, Mass, and currently 
resides in Lowell, was a four- 
year letterman in cross country, 
indoor track, and outdoor track. 
He was the New England out¬ 
door track champion at 5,000 
meters in 1980. The captain of 
the 1979-80 teams, he led the 
cross country team to the 
NCAA Division Two National 
Championship where he missed 
earning All-American honors by 
one place. He qualified for six 
NCAA championships during 
his career. 

McArdle, a Lowell native, 
was the first woman All-Ameri¬ 
can at then the University of 
Lowell in 1984 when she placed 
fifth in the 400 meter hurdles at 
the NCAA Division Two Out¬ 
door National Championships. 
She is the only female athlete to 
qualify for three NNCAA cham¬ 
pionships. 

A perennial All-New Eng¬ 
land and All-ECAC competitor 
indoors and outdoors, McArdle 
was the ECAC indoor champion 
in the 55 meter hurdles as a 
sophomore and the New Eng¬ 
land outdoor champion in the 
100 and 400 meter hurdles in 
1986. She still holds or shares 
six indoor track and three out¬ 
door track records. 

The 1986 national Division 
Two-Three champion on still 
rings, Sutter was a three-time 
All-American (1985, 1986 
1987). He won the New Eng¬ 
land still rings championship 
three times (1983, 1986, 1987), 
and was undefeated in dual 
meets his senior year. Compet¬ 
ing for coaches Richard Aron¬ 
son and Fred Plouff, Sutter 


N.E. Championships (17th in 
26:19 over the five-mile 
Franklin Park, Boston course). 
These four runners are all capa¬ 
ble of a top 20 finish at the 
Qualifier. 

Toomey (85th at the Quali¬ 
fier, 8th at the Eastern’s) and 
Donovan (ECAC champion 
indoors and outdoors at 800 
meters) have the potential to 
break into the Chiefs top five. 
White has been a steady top 
seven performer the past two 
seasons and was the team’s 
fourth finisher at the Qualifier 
(36th overall). He finished 
every race among the Chiefs 
top five runners. 

Bridges had a strong sum¬ 
mer, but Bailey, an All-Eastern 
League performer last fall, is 
coming off an injury. Corcoran, 
a second-year student who did 
not run last year, had an out- 


twice qualified for the NCAA 
Division One championships 
and finished 14th in 1987. He 
holds the school record on rings 
with a 9.70 score. 

One of the truly outstanding 
hockey players at then Lowell 
Technological Institute, Kearin 
played three years of varsity 
hockey. He scored 62 goals, 
including 20 powerplay goals 
and three shorthanded goals, 
and 58 assists in his 62-game 
career. Kearin help lead former 
coach Bill Riley's LTl Terriers 
to their first post-season tourna¬ 
ment berth in 1972 when the 
Terriers were chosen for the 
ECAC Division Two tourna¬ 
ment. 

Kearin played defense as a 
sophomore and center his last 
two years, and still holds or 
shares the school record for 
most goals by a defenseman in a 
game (four) and a period 
(three), most powerplay goals in 
a game by a defenseman (three), 
most shorthanded goals by a 
defenseman in a game (two) and 
a season (three). His best scor¬ 
ing game was a seven-point 
effort against the University of 
Connecticut as a junior in 1971- 
72. 

Dunham, McArdle, and 
Sutter were all voted into the 
Athletic Hall of Fame in their 
first year of eligibility (five 
years from the date of their orig- 
inal graduating class-1986). 
Dunham and Hurton are the 
twelfth and thirteenth members 
of Davis men’s cross 
country/track and field program 
to be elected. McArdle is the 
first member of the women’s 
cross country/track and field 
team to be so honored. Sutter is 
the fourth gymnast and Kearin 
is the ninth hockey player to be 
named to the Hall of Fame. 


standing high school career. 
Boutette is a transfer from 
Wentworth with strong potential 
to break into the top seven. 
Davis expects his five first-year 
runners, Mark Bushey, Craig 
Eaton, Craig Mayer, Jason 
Rogers, and Mike Sweeney, to 
use the 1991 season as an accli¬ 
mation process to collegiate 
competition. 

As always, the Chiefs goal 
this season will be to qualify for 
the NCAA championship. 
Davis expects his club to be a 
contender in the Eastern League 
and a top six or seven finisher at 
the New England Champi¬ 
onship. The veteran mentor 
looks to Shippensburg, Slipper 
Rock, Edinboro. Indiana (PA). 
Keene State and Southern Con¬ 
necticut to be the top teams at 
the Qualifier.
